FROM THE GOSPEL PALLADIUM. 
Romans 1. 15. 

The Gospel isthe power of God wnio salva- 
tion to every one that believeth,” 

The gospel of Christ is good news, or glad 
\idings. Itis glad tidings of gteat joy unto all 
people. ‘Tidings of eyes to the blind, feet to the 
lame, health to the sick, strength to the weak, 
liberty to the captive, life to the dead, salya- 
tion to the lost. “ The spirit of the Lord is up- 
en me, because he hath anointed me to preach 
the gospel to the poor; he hath sent me to heal 
the broken-hearted, to preach deliverance to the 
captives, and recovering of sight to the blind ; 
to set at liberty them that are bruised, to preach 
the acceptable year of the Lord.” 


These glad tidings represent the condition of 
man as wretched, miserable,and perishing. Man, 
by sin, had entailed upoa himself a moral dis- 
ease, that had corrupted his heart, effaced the 
image of God from his soul, and that was fast 
conveying him to the shades of eternal death. 
This being the condition of man, how beautiful 
are the feet of them that preach the gospel of 
peace, and bring glad fidings of good things? 

How well suited then are the blessings exhib- 
ited in the gospel to the character of this sinful 
world. Is man without strength? the gospel is 
power. Is man lost? the gospel is salvation to 
every one that believeth. 

I. in the first place, we remark, that great 
power has attended the preaching of the word 
in all ages of the world. 

That preaching which is destitute of power 
must be defective, for the gospel, when it is 
preached in its native purity and energy, be- 
comes the power of God to the salvation of the 
soul; and this power has not been confined to 
any particular age, or to any one religious sect 
which have genérally been considered as en- 
thusiastic. But in all ages of the world, and by 
all God’s faithful ministers this power has been 
exhibited. 

We have a very striking example in the 
preaching of Ezra, as recorded in the eighth 
chapter of Nehemiah. "Phe congregation, con- 
sisting of upwards of fifty thousand persons, as- 
sembled early on Sabbath morning, in the street, 
or large square, near the water-gate. Ezra as- 

cended the pulpit, that had been previously 
erected for the occasion, at times being assisted 
by the Levites, read the law distinctly, and gave 
the sense, and caused the people to understand 
the reading. Su@h power and energy attended 
the sermons that were delivered, that the whole 
congregation wept excessively. How solemn and 
affecting must have been the scene to have be- 
held fifty thousand people all in a flood of tears ! 
Every countenance as solemn as death, every 


eye overflowing with tears, and every heart pen- 


etrated with a sense of the divine truth they 


had beea hearing. Can we suppose, for a mo- 
ment, that these men of God were deluded en- 
‘husiasts, and that their enthusiasm produced an 
action upon: the congregation, and by this ac- 
uon and reaction, wrought up their passions un- 
; No! this would be the 
height of presumption. We would rather say 
that their hearts were rightly exercised, and 
that by their entering into the spirit of their 
subject themselves, they were enabled to touch

By divine assistance he was enabled to com- 
inend himself so effectually to the consciences of 
this wicked and idolatrous people, that conyic- 
lion was carried to their hearts, and they were 
Seta a : They 
immediately exhibited the fruits of repentance, 
by fasting, prayer and turning awdy from their 


self to the multitude with whom he was sur- 
rounded ? 

We shall now come to the preaching of the 
apostles, andtheir cotemporaries. W. have 
heard of the great suceess that ded the 


rity. “apostles, when they preach- 
ed, were clothed with such power that it was 
said that they “ turned the world up side down.” — 
® Idols fell, temples were demolished, oracles 
were struck dumb, the reign of the devil was 
abolished, the strongest inclinations of nature 
were diverted from their course ; people’s 
ancient habits were changed, old superstitions 
annihilated, all the devil’s charms, wherewith he 
had stupified mankind, were dissolved, people 
flocked in crowds to adore Jesus Christ. The 
great and the small, the learned and the igno- 
rant, kings and subjects, whole. provinces, pre- 
sented themselves at the foot of the cross, and 
every thought was captivated to the obedience 
of Christ.” And these great and glorious effects 
were not confined to one city, or to one nation, 
but wherever tae gospel was preached the 
apostles were made to triumph. 

In the communion of the Catholic church 
have been many eminent and distinguished 
preachers. What power attended the preach- 
ing of Jerome Narni? When he taught the popu- 
lace in Lent, from the pulpits of Rome, half the 
city went from his sermons, crying along the 
streets, “ Lord have mercy upon us ; Christ have 
mercy upon us.”—And when he preached before 
the Pope to Cardinals and Bishops, and painted 
the crime of non-residence in its own colors, he 
frightened thirty or forty Bishops, who heard 
him, instantly home to their dioceses.—In the 
pulpit of the University of Salimanca he induc- 
ed eight hundred %tudents to quit all worldly 
prospects of honor, riches, and pleasure, and to 
become penitents in divers monasteries Some of 
this class were martyrs too. 

Neither did the gospel lose its energy when 
it was proclaimed by the great reformers, at the 
time of the reformation. In particular, Jonn 
Kwox, the celebrated Scotch reformer, was emi- 
nently a son ofthunder. Wherever he went he 
carried consternation and dismay into the hearts 
of the enemies of the reformation ; and he never 
failed, in thet t hours, of inspiring the fee- 
ble band, that was engaged in the glorious work, 
with courage, firmmess, and resolution. Ina 
short time he inspired the whole nation with 
such an abhorrence of Episcopacy that no exer- 
tions have been able to establish it again in the 
kingdom since the abolition of Popery. 

The names of Whitefield and Wesley are famil- 
iar to us all, They and their associates, were, 
under God, the happy instruments of a glorious 
revival, both in Europe and America. They 
were eminently distinguished for their piety and 
zeal. Andit is acknowledged on all hands, that 
the great success that attended their ministry 
was chiefly owing to their energetic manner of 
preaching. 

But why do we talk of ages that are past and 
ef men who have left the stage . of action, and 
live only in the page ofhistory? Has the gos- 
pel lost its energy, its power and influence ? Has 
the sword of the spirit bees sheathed? Is it ly- 
ing useless, neglected, and forgotten? The gos- 
pel, like its author, is the same yesterday, to-day, 
and forever. The same power attends its ad- 
ministration now, that gave it successin former 
ages. Noageindeedhas been more disfinguish- 
ed for powerful and energetic preaching than 
the present. ‘“ The gospel is still the power of 
God unto salvation to every one that believeth.” 
This gospel is mot the power of God, as preach- 
ed by one denomination only, but by all who 
give evidence of piety and spirituality. 

In the course of our remarks, we have confin- 
ec ourselves to the power of the gospel as ex- 
hibited in the conviction of sin, And the class 
of preachers which we have been describing, 
have generally been denominated reformation 

preachers. Butthe gospel, in its operations up- 
on the human heart, is not thus partially limited.

“this treasure in earthen vessels, that the ex- 
cellency of the power may be of God, and not 
of us.”*—Instruments and not authors. They re- 
ceive the treasure from God, and dispense it to 
othets.

This prom- 
ise has been verified ; and God is now with hia 
faithful ministers by the energies of his holy 
spirit, And by a faithful ministry God is now 
manifesting the power of the gospel, and will 
continue to manifest it, till “ the mountain of the 
Lord’s house shall be established on the top of 
the mountains.” 

Ill. Thirdly, it is the 
vation. 

Some have vainly imagined, that this power 
only affected the passions. The passions indeed 
are affected, and that powerfully. So were 
Peter’s when Christ looked upon him, and 
brought home to his heart, and conscience, the 
baseness of his conduct in denying him, in that 
hour of peril and darkness. But the power of 
the gospel does something more than merely af- 
fect the passions ; in the language of the apostle, 
it saves the soul. 

1. This power rends the veil that sin has 
spread ever the moral vision of men, and sheds 
light into the understanding. Sin has a direct 
tendency to blind the mind, and darken the un- 
derstanding. The god of this world, by exciting 
sinful passions and prejudices, totally incapacit- 
ates corrupt men for discovering spiritual things. 
* They have eyes, but see not; ears, but hear 
not; hearts, but understard not.” Hence the 
sinner is ignorant of his own moral character ; 
and esteems himself as rich, and increased with 
goods, and having need of nothing; and knows 
not that he is wretched, and miserable, and 
poor, and blind, and naked. And while he re- 
mains ignorant of his own moral character, he 
beholds no beauty in the Saviour—he sees no 
form nor comélimess in him that he should desire 
him. But he who commanded the light to shine 
out of darkness, by the power of the gospel re- 
moves this veil, “ rends it from the tep to the 
bottom,” and shinesinto his dark and benighted 
mind. The sinner now has a discovery of his 
character, in all its deformity. .He sees the im- 
purity and corruption of his Bgart—the sinful- 
ness of sin—the number and aggravation of his 
transgressions. 

2. The power of the gospel not only removes 
the veil, but breaks in pieces the heart of stone. 
Sin not only blinds the mind, but hardens the 
heart, and stupifies the senses. The word of 
God, like the fire and the hammer, breaks it in 
pieces. He now sees, and feels himself to bea 
lost and perishing sinner. His heart is broken 
and contrite, bis spirit wounded by the sword of 
truth, and in the anguish and bitterness of his 
soul, he cries wo is me, for 1 am undone ! What 
shall I do to be saved ? 

3. The gospel does not leave the sinner in 
this unhappy state, for there is power to deliver 
from it. God wounds that he may heal, breaks 
in pieces that he may bind up, and kills that 
he may make alive. Butit is te be feared that 
too many rest satisfied with something short of 
a change of heart; taking conviction for con- 
version, and a discovery of the sinfulness of sin, 
for a deliverance from it. Our actual trans- 
gressions are not only pardoned, but we are de- 
livered from the power and dominion of sin, our 
corrupt passions are subduca and overcome by 
the power of the gospel, and a holy and heaven- 
ly disposition is implanted in the soul. The 
true christian is made a partaker of the divine 
nature. The man now becomes anew crea- 
ture, and lives by faith upon the Son of God. 
“ He rejoices in the Lord, with joy unspeakable 
and full of glory.” 

4. But we observe that the christian is still 
in a world of sin and temptation, and therefore 
needs the exhortation “‘hold fast, and let no man 
take thy crown.” He is still in the midst of 
danger. But there is power in the gospel to 
keep the faithful and obedient christian while 
he is travelling through this unfriendly world. 
If we keep the word of God’s patience, he will 
keep us in the hour of temptation. And if we 
keep ourselves in the love of God, we shall be 
kept by his power through faith unto salvation. 
Let him that thinketh he standeth take heed 
lest he fall, for his own strength is but weak- 
ness; but in the Lord he may be strong, and 
through Christ strengthening him to do all 
things. 

5. Finally there is power in this gospel to 
bring the christian to a state of glory ; to raise 
him from the dead, and clothe him with immor- 
tality ; when the Lamb shall feed them, and 
shall lead them unto living fountains of waters ; 
and God shall wipe away all tears from off 
their eyes. The gospel is the power of 
God unto salvation to every one that believeth. 
No believer is excluded from salvation; and 
none are excluded from believing. For God so 
loved the world that he gave his only begotten 
Son that whosoever believeth on him, should 
not perish, but have everlasting life. T'o the 
Jew first, and also to the Greek. For the scrip- 
ture saith, whosoever believeth on him shall 
not be ashamed. “For there is no difference 
between the Jew and the Greek ; for the same 
Lord over all, is rich unto all that call upoo 
him.” ‘ For whosoever shall call upon the 
name of the Lord shall be saved.”

The morality of the gospel is pure, refined 
and exalted. lts doctrine is sublime; its mo- 
tives powerful ; its consolations neither few nor 
small; it is man’s best companion through life, 
and his only refuge in the hour of death; it 
lights up the grave, brings life and immortality 
to light, and assures the christian of a happy 
eternity. 

2. If this gospel is so excellent there is no 
cause to be ashamed of it. ‘Too many deceive 
themselves when they profess not to be ashamed 
of the gospel. They are ashamed to acknowl- 
edge that the light of the gospel has convicted 
them of sin, and that its power has broken in 
pieces their hearts; that they have become 
humble penitents, and are seeking the Lord sor- 
rowing ? But this pride must be humbled and 
these lofty looks abased before the soul can re- 
joice in Christ. Let every anxious mind, in- 
stead of being ashamed of the gospel, and re- 
sisting its power, freely confess that they have 
sinned against God, and heartily embrace his 
mercy offered in the gospel. If they have felt 
its power, let them be on their guard lest they 
should be seduced by the pride of reason, or the 
sophistry of wicked men; ever remembering 
those awful words of Christ, “‘ Whosoever shall 
be ashamed of me and my words, in this adul- 
terous and sinful generation, of him shall also 
the Son of man be ashamed, when he cometh 
in the glory of his Father with the holy An- 
gels.” C.

OBLIGATION OF THE CHURCH TO SUP- 
PORT ITS MINISTERS. 
[Concluded from our last.] 

IV. The agents by which this work must be 
accomplished. 

So important is the affair of finance in the 
church of Christ, that he has instituted an office 
to secure a due attention to the object. But as 
these officers must make their appeal to the 
whole body, I now attempt to shew how the due 
support of ministers may be secured, by the 
Stewards, and by the people. 

1. The Stewards. 

It has been usually observed, that these have 
to attend to three tables, that of the Lord, and 
that of the poor, and the minister’s table. The 
two fermer are of high importance, and | should 
be happy to give stimulus and encouragement to 
our friends in their attention to them; but the 
large demands I have made on your patience, 
compel me to turn immediately to that part of 
the Stewards’ duty, which provides for the table 
of the minister. Of this, however, some, who 
hold the office, scarcely ever think. But! know 
there are others who bear it upon their hearts 
continually, and in their efforts to-procure their 
minister a suitable income, endure considerable 
labor, anxiety, and pain. That ardent zeal, 
which you so much admire; at which you often 
re-kindle your own languishing fires; that inde- 
fatigable labor, at which you often wonder as 
more than mortal, are the result of the exalted, 
lofty views, which the man has‘fgrmed of his 
own ministry. He has conceived to himself of 
such a combination of the Apostle and the Ser- 
aph, that he is continually falling below his own 


no one else. 

In the same manner, a good Steward, with a 
large and generous heart, will often think of the 
handsome manner, in which a whole people 
ought-to support that one man who is incessant- 
ly laboring fer their gocd. He spurns at the 
thought of clogging the wings of an angel, or 
pressing down to earth, one who would bear 
others with him in his flight to heaven. 

For “ out of the abundance of the heart, the 
mouth will speak ;” and he, who has just views 
himself, will aim to inspire them in the minds of 
others. _ This is particularly the Stewards’ duty 
with regard toa minister’s income.’ It is for 
want of this that many a minister is poor. For 
if any one, on hearing the miserable pittance 
that some churches give, should exclaim against 
them, ‘ covetous wretches!’ I should not wonder, 
but I should: not consent.” For! would say, 
look at their subscriptions to other objects.— 
They give to the Missionary Society, almost as 
much as they raise for their minister; they add 
to this, liberal contributions to the Bible and 
T'ract Societies, to Sabbath Schools, Hospitals, 
and Dispensaries, till their charities double or 
treble their contributions .to their minister’s sup- 
port. Nay, they even subscribe to other minis- 
ters, if they do not support their own. If to this 
the person should reply, the more shame for 





them! Do they not know, that the God who 
says, “I hate robbery for burnt offering,” and 







bids them be just before they are generous, mius 
| blow upon their charities, taken ine their pas 

tor’s just recompense ; as men would upon the 
alms of him, who should keep back the wages 
of his laborers, and then say, “but loek upos 
my. charitable subscriptions.” 

But leaving these strange facts, my object is to 
answer him, who should inquire after the cause 
of this contradiction,between you and yourselves. 
Ilow is it, we are asked, that the same men are 
at once covetous and liberal, generous to those 
whom they never saw, and unjust towards the 
man, whom they profess to see every Sabbath as 
an angel of God? I can easily solve the mystery. 
It is because ministers are modest, disinterested 
men. You exclaim, this only increases the gif- 
ficulty it professes to remove. I mean, gen, { at 
mine plead every other good cause’but their 
own. Their zealous advocacy-has displayed 
the claims of the Missionary, Bible, and Tract 
Societies, and called forth the liberal zeal of 
Christians, till all these excellent institations are _ 
furnished with funds. But they cannot, will not 
plead for themselves. What, exclaims some 
generous stranger, and is there no one else to 
preach for them? Shall they be suffered to pine 
in poverty, because they are modest, and devo- 
ted to the interests of others? No, replies the 
faithful Steward, | will plead their cause. They 
shall not suffer for their excellence. As they 
place every other good cause in all its lights, 
till men feel and meet their claims, I will shew 
their claims on our generous support, and wipe 
away the infamy that hangs on us, as long as it 
can be said, the advocate of all is left himself 
unrewarded, because there is no one to advocate 
his cause. ae 

1 urge this with a warmth, to which no words 
of mine can give adequate expression; because 
I know that every thing depends on the spirit of 
the Stewards. One narrow-minded man among 
them, will often prevent all the rest, and the 
whole people from doing their duty ‘towards 
their minister. I know ofno way by which that 
man can escape the condemnation of: Christ for 
robbing the minister, not only of what he him- 
“a owed to his support, but also of all that he 
prevented others from giving, except by retir- 
ing from an office, for which the soul ofaniggard 
is unfit; or obtaining from Christ a generous 
heart moré like the Saviour’s own. 

Some, however, sooth themselves by sayin, 
but our minister is contented. How do they 
know? Because he does not complain. What 
then, must a minister's delicacy always be tried, 
by being left to suffer until he is compelled to 
complain?, Is this generous? Ought not his 
charge to think it their duty to consider, wheth- 
er he has not reason tocomplain ; andif they are 
conscious that he has; should they not determ- 
ine to spare his feelings, by never leaving him 
to ask for that addition to his income, which they 
feel to be his due? 

But the Stewards cannot accomplish their ob- 
ject, without appealing to 

2. The people who compose our flock. 

All lask is, that every one should discharge 
this duty according to the ability which God has 
given.» This, which isso obviously right that 
it cannot need proof, is too general to be of much 
use. Accuracy in doctrine, and piety in duty, 
require that we should descend to particulars. 

The mischief done by want of liberality among 
the rich, is incalculable. It isa blight that with- 
ers the fruits of all around. For a plain, and 
even poor man, would willingly give his propor- 
tion: -but he says, if such a rich man gives only 
five dollars, five shillings, or even five cents, are 
as much as can be expected from me. But the 
rich man replies, I have so many other expenses 
which you do not know. ‘True, says the other, 
1 give you credit for them; but ther, you sup- 
port aii the other expenses, and think you must, 
in order to maintain your station in society. Why 
is this which you owe to a minister, the only ex- 
pense you throw off from your shoulders? Or is 
it only in religion, that it is genteel to beshabby ? 
But as, when wise people find their's 
beyond their income, they begin to red

mark. For they who satisfy themselves, satisfy | we must suppose that you are doing so, atid have 


begun with religion, as that for which you care 
least. But you have begun there many years 
ago, and we have not seen the reduction’in oth- 
er things yet. . One grand cause of all this evil 
is, that you do not devote a certain portion of 
your substance to the’cause of benevolence.— 
Were you to imitaie those, who set apart'a tenth 
of their income to this object, it would amount 
to several hundreds per annum; and then you 
would think little of twenty or thirty pounds, to 
pay a just debt. But nothing has contributed 
more to that fatal consummation, so generally 
deplored, the apostacy of the rich, and the de- 
parture of their families from the churches of 
Christ, than the sin of covetousness, in which 
many of them lived, while,they were among us. 
For if the Gospel does. no drive men away from 
their sins, their sins will drive them from the 
Gospel. 

O Thou, whose omnipotence can accompiish, 
what to us is impossible, and cause eyen a rich 
man to enter thy kingdom; make them, towhom 
thou hast committed ten talents, faithful over 
many things; and imspire, in their hearts, the 
language y servant, “ Lord deliver me from 
men of t rid, who have their portion in this 
life ; who are full of children, and leave the: rest 
of their substance to their babes. As forme I 
shall behold thy face in righteousness; 1, shall 





be satisfied, when I awake in thy likeness.” 
There are, however, many who would not be 


. 
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placed among the rich, but are persons of very 
comfortable incomes, whose expenditure is sev- 
eral hundreds a year; who get their own praise, 
at the marvellously cheap rate of giving one 


. guinea every year, ’to support a minister to 


whom they profess to be attached. Were I to 
speak as a man, I shogld pour the full torrent of 
indignant contempt on their beggarly benevo- 
lence. But as a Christian and a minister; | had 
rather drop the tear of bitter regret, and deep 
commiseration ;—regret, forthe religion of Je- 





sus, that it should be burthened with the dis- 
grace of such names; and commiseration for 
the men, who had oot learned, even from such 
a master as Christ, how blessed it is to give. 

But | should hope, that these persons have 
erred, in a great measure, through incensidera- 
tion. They have never reflected, what pro- 
portion their expenses for religion bear to all 
their other expenditures. ‘They have never 
once thought, that they give to a minister ove 
seventh part of what they pay to a maid ser- 
yantt-and perhaps, they keep two or three of 
these. Itisnot, indeed, the thirtieth part ol 
the cost of a domestic servant, if to the wages 
awe add the beard. ‘To this, some will object, 
that our servant is our own, who spends all her 
days for us alone; while the minister serves 
many others, every one of whom ought to con- 
tribute. 

This I do not forget. But you say, that from 
the gospel you receive more delight, than from 
any earthly service ; and all we wish is, to bring 
yon, and every other person who enjoys the 
souod of the gospel from the minister’s lips, to 
contribute in such proportions as will produce 
a comfortable income. 

\¢ we come down to the lower ranks of life, 
we are reminded cf what a shrewd person once 
said, “1 pay more for the lowest article of my 
dressithan for my soul.” It costs miultitudes 
much more for insuring their housegy than tor 
instructing their souls.—We are also compelled 
to say, that the very persons who are excused, 
through mere poverty, from contributing at all 
to support the man by whom they are taught, 
often spend as much on their pleasures, as oth- 
ers give for the pastor’s support. 

But as each should give according to his means, 
great care should be taken that none be exempt. 
When achild comes of age, the parent often 
éeems it pradent to assign to her a certain sum 
for her own expenses ; that she may, by the due 


management of it, gradually acquire the habit of 


frugal care. The parent will then give a bint 
of the various objects,to which the money should 
be devoted. Abd should he not-teach the chiid 
justice towards the person who feaches her the 
way of salyation? Oh, but she sits in my seat! 
What has that to do with her obligations to her 
spiritual guide? If, in other things, she pays her 
own expenses, should she not in this too? Or, 
is it only in the church of God that she is to sit 
in the seat ofthe minor, or the pauper? Young 
men, also, when they commence business, should 
assign a proper sum to this most important object. 
“Honor the Lord with thy substance, and with 
the first frnits of all thine increase : so shall thy 
barus be filled with plenty, and thy presses shail 
burst out with new wine.” 

I know, however, that the Stewards are*@fien 
severely tried, by the covetousness and injustice 
of others. Sometimes they cannot obtain at all, 
what persons have engaged to give. Is this be- 
cause the defauiters know, that, for debts due to 
religion, no constable or bailiff will be sent ?— 
Therefore, ministers are left to be “ recompens- 
ed at the resurrection of the just.” The Lord 
grant, that these hearers may find mercy at that 
day ! 

There are, in addition to constant attendants, 
some occasional hearers of the word. ‘These 
persons, when quitting a watering place, or any 
temporary residence, will pay every debt, but 
that which they owe to religion. But we sub- 
scribe to our own minister at home, they say.— 
And do you not pay the rent of your own house 
at home? Yet you think it right to discharge 
the bill for your lodgings too. And why should 
you not recompense the man, who has afforded 
you spiritual pleasure and health, while you 
were abroad? Upon the principle of seat rent, 
on which so many lay an undue stress, the per- 
sen who occupies a seat, for any length of time, 
should consider himself bound to make compen- 
Sauion. 

Many excuse themselves from making an ad- 
equate recompense to a minister, ‘because they 
say, he is a man of fortune, and does not need it. 
To this I have two replies. First, Are you sure 
that this is true? I plead for ministers, with more 
earnestness, because | can declare, before heav- 
en and earth, that | believe they are often the 
most liberal subscribers to the cause of religion, 
which the church of God contains. 
them, who cannot be considered rich men, but 
may rather be called poor, yet contribute with 
a spirit that may put others toshame. They 
will go to Associations, and Missionary Meetings, 
at an expense which they can ill afford, because 
they know that these useful objects would, with- 
out them, languish and die ; while some, far rich- 
er persons, stay at home, not merely to gain 
money, by attendance io business, which it is of- 
ten their duty to do, but sometimes, also, be- 

eause they donot choose to afford ‘the éxpense 
of travelling. 1 see on the lists of subscriptions, 
the guinea of a minister, when the name of far 
richer men is attached to no greater sum. If 
you judge by these sighs, you may conclude the 
minister to,be rich, when it is not his property, 
but his liberality which is thus proved. 


But a second reply demands notice. If it 
should be true, and a minister should be rich, 
what can that have to do with your payment of 
your just debts? If you enter the shop of a 
tradesman, you never inquire after his private 
property, before you pay your bills. When a 
medical man has given you his time and talents, 
you would not think of refusing to reward them, 
because he was a man of fortune. 

And by what rule of righteousness is a minis- 
ter to be the only person whose services are to 
be unpaid, because he happens to be rich ?— 
When Christ says, the spiritual “ laborer is wor- 
thy of his reward,” he does not add, except he 
should be rich; and why Should you add this ex- 
ception? But you say, he does mot need to re- 
ceive it. To which] reply, but “you need to 
give it. De your duty, and let him judge for 
himself concerning his. But you think, that if 
Providence has blessed him with abundance, he 
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ought to give away.as much as his salary would 
produce... Well, let him give it away. But do 
not assume to yourself the right to give for him. 
And if you do.not pay it to him, do’ yow really 
give it away to the poor? Are there not instan- 
ces in which it is retained for yourselves ? What 
then, are you the poor persons whom he is to 
relieve, because he is rich? @ very persons 
who, perhaps, are, after all, richer than himself. 

But, supposing him to be able to labor, with- 
out receiving his full recompense, to whom 
should he give that advantage? ‘To a rich and 
covetous people? Not, if he values his accoun- 
tubility to Him, who entrusted him with proper- 
ty, who has said, “he that robbeth the poor, 
and he that giveth to the rich,” are alike guilty 
in his sight.” No: if I spend my life and labors 
for nothing, it must be to benetit a people ‘Who 
cannot repay them; not for those who will net. 
And he is not worthy of the name and office of 
a Christian minister, who would not esteem ita 
high privilege, to be able thus to preach to a 
flock, who could not otherwise enjoy the Gospel 
of Christ. Yet even#there, he would be their 
best friend, who would see that they did all they. 
could to repay their minister, though he should 
give it back among them a hundred fold. 4 

In this way | know there are ministers, in 
great numbers, who are by far the largest sub- 
scribers to the cause of religion, among all those 
to whom they preach. Some peshaps, who sub- 
scribe twenty pounds a year, think their minis- 
ter under obligations to them; but they never 
reflect, that this very minister is subscribing fifty 
ora hundred pounds every year; for it costs 
him as*much out of his private means, to live a- 
mong them, that they may’enjoy the word of 
life. Instead of living by his labors, and devot- 
ing the interests of his little property to provide 
for his family, when he is dead, he is obliged to 
spend, not only his interest, but, O, shame and 
grief, sometimes the capital too; while there 
are persons, among his hearers, who though they 
will not enable him barely to live, are saying 
fortunes for themselves and their heirs. 

Some, however, are afraid of ministers be- 
coming rich and worldly. This can never be, 
while you choose such ministers as the New- 
Testament describes, and hold the purse in your 
own hands. I plead only for such recompense 
as is well deserved. 

I cannot Close, late as the hour is, without re- 
curring to the solicitudes with which | commenc- 
ed. Some may harden themselves in their sins, 
by pretending to think, that this has been a mer- 
cenary Sermon, But I would most tenderly 
warn you, my friends, that you will find at the 
last day, that many a pious youth has sacrificed 
the prospect ofa fortune, and many a minister 
endured severe poverty, to devote their lives to 
win you, from that love of the world, to which 
you are sacrificing your soul. But how pre- 
cious must be your soul, and how desirable your 
salvation, for the sake of which, others will en- 
dure that poverty, which you would rather lose 
your soul than bear! 

Nor can I sit down, without reminding my 
brethren in the ministry, that though | have en- 
deavored to prove our claims on the liberality 
of our flocks, no pen of man, no tongue of an- 
gel, can declare all that intensity of mind, or fi- 
delity of labor which we owe to the souls com- 
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mitted to our care.. Let not any mercenary at- 
tention.to your temporal dues, shed a blighting 
mildew over the pasture to which you lead your 
flock. You can scarcely everssay, or do much 
about your own income, without injuring your- 
selves and your charge. Consecrate yourselves 
toserve Christ’s interest, and trust him to take 
care of yours, 

For the liberal friends, whose hearts have 
echoed, as | know some do, to all that I have 
said on the ministers’ behalf, 1 return to heaven 
our grateful vows, that the generous sacrifices 
you have made for our support, may be abun- 
dantly repaid. ‘ But this I say, he who soweth 
sparingly, shall reap also sparingly ; and he who 
soweth abundantly shall reap also bountifully. — 
Every man accerding as he purposeth in his 
heartso let him give, not grudgingly, or ef ne- 
cessity ; for God loveth a cheeriul giver. And 
God is able to make all grace abound towards 
you; that ye always having all sufficiency in all 
things, may abound to every good work. He 
that ministereth seed. to the sower, both minis- 
ter bread for your food, and multiply your seed 
sown, and increase the fruits of your righteous- 
ness ; that ye may be enriched in every thing to 
all bountifulnese, which causeth, through us, 
thanksgiving to God.” — 2 Cor. ix. 6—11.

Rev. and dear Sir—I had the inexpressible 
happiness of welcoming Mrs. Judson once more 
to the shores of Burmah, on the 5th inst. We 
are now on the eve of departure for Ava. 

Mr. and Mrs. Wade appear in fine health and 
spirits, and [ am heartily rejoiced at their arri- 
val, just al the present.time. 

None scarcely‘of the letters from America by 
the Bengal have reached me. The ship in 
which they were forwarded from Calcutta to 
this port, being supposed to be lost off the coast. 
My last from you therefore, is Oct. 18, 1822; 
and previous to Mrs. Judson’s arrival, I had not 
beard from her for nearly fourteen months. 

1 enclose the translation of a letter from 
Moung Shwa-ba, which has been lying by me 
for some ume, for want of a good opportunity 
of conveyance. He received Mrs. Baldwin's 
present to day, and directly obliged me to write 
out a translation of the note accompanying it, 
and was highly gratified with both. 

‘The appearance of this short letter, renders 
it unndcessary to say, that I write in haste, oc- 
casioned by the state of our affairs, in prospect 
of immediate removal ; and have only time to

Beloved elder Brother.—T hough in the present 
state, the places of our residence are very far 
apart, and we have never met, yet by means ef 
letters, and of the. words of te r Yoodthad, 
who has told me of you, | love you, and wish to 
send thisletter. When the timearrives in which 
we shall wholly put on Christ—him, in loving 
whom we cannot tire, and in prawinggwhom we 
can find no end, and shall be adorned with those 
ornaments, which the Lord will dispense to us 
out of the heavenly treasure house, that he has 
prepared, then we shall love one another more 
pertectly than we do now. 

Formerly | was in the habit of concealing my 
sins, that they might not appear; but now | am 
convinced, that | cannot conceal my sins from 
the Lord who sees_and kuows. all things ; and 
that | canfiot atone fur them, nor obtain atone- 
ment from my former objects of worship, And 
accordingly, | count gysell to Have last all, un- 
der the elements of the world, and. through the 
grace of the faith of Christ only, to have gained 
the spiritual graces and rewards pertaining to 
eternity, which cannot be Jost. ‘Therefore, | 
have no ground for boasting, pride, passion. and 
self exaltation, And without desiring the praise 
of men, or seeking my own witl, | wish to do 
the will of God the Father. Whe members of 
the body, dead in trespasses and sins, displeas- 
ing to God, I desire to make instruments of 
righteousness, not following the will of the flesh. 
Worldly desire and heavenly desire being con- 
trary, the one to the other, and the desire of 
visible things counteracting the desire of in- 
visible things, [am as a dead man. However, 
He quickens the dead. He awakens those that 
sleep. He lifts up those that fall. He opens 
blind eyes. Heperforates deaf ears. He lights 
a lamp in the great house of darkness. He re- 
lieves the wretched—He feeds the hungry.— 
‘The words of sach a bevefactor, if we reject, 
we must die forever, and come to everlasting 
destruction. Which circumstance, ¢onsidering 
and meditating also on sickness, old age, and 
death, incident to the present state of mutability, 
1 kneel and prostrate myself, and pray before 
God, the Father of the Lord Jesus Christ, who 
has made atonement for our sins, that he may 
have mercy op me and pardon my sins, and 
make me holy, and give me arepenting, be- 
lieving, and loving mind 

Formerly | trusted in my own merits, but now, 
through the preaching and instruction of teach- 
er Yoodthan, [ trust m the merit of the Lord 
Jesus Christ. The teacher, therefore, is the 
tree; we are the blossoms and fruit. He has 
labored to partake of the fruit, and now the tree 
begins to bear.. The bread offfife he has given, 
and we have eat. The water from the brook 
which flows from the top of mount Calvary, for 
the cleansing of all filth, he has brought and 
made us bathe and drink. The bread of which 
we eat, will yet foment and rise. The water 
which we driik-and bathe in, is the water of an 
unfailing spring; and many will yet drink and 
bathe therein. Then all things will be regen- 
erated and changed. Now we are strangers and 
pilgrims; and itis my desire, without adhering 
to the things of this world, but longing for my 
native abode, to consider and inquire, how long 
| must labor here ; to whom I ought to show 
the light which I have-obtained; when I ought 
to put it up, and when disclose it. 

The inbabitants of this country of Burmah, 
being in the evil practice of forbidden lust, er- 
roneous worship, and false speech, deride the 
religion of Christ. However, that.we may bear 
patiently, derision, and persecution, and death, 
for the sake of the lord Jesus Christ, pray for 
us. Ido thus pray. For, elder brother, | have 
to bear the threatening of my own brother, 
and thy brother-in-law, who say, “ We will 
beat, and bruise, and pound you; we will bring 
you into great difficulty ; you associate with 
false people; you keep a false religion; and 
you speak false words.” However, their false 
religion is the religion of death. The doctrine 
of the cross is the religion of lifes of love, of 
faith. Formerly | was a servant of Satan.— 
Now | am a servant of Christ. And a good ser- 
vant cannot but foliow his master. Moreover, 
the Divine promises must be accomplished. 

In this country of Burmah, are many strayed 
sheep. ‘Teacher Yoodthan pitying them has 
come to gather them together, and to feed 
them in jove. Some will not listen, but run 
away. Some do listen and adhere to him; and 
that our numbers may increase, we meet to- 
gether and pray to the great Proprietor of the 
sheep. 

Thus, I, Moune Suwa-sa, a disciple of teacher 
Yoodthan, in Rangoon, write and send this letter 


to the great teacher Baldwin, who lives in Bos- 
ton, in America.

“ A sailor sometime back said, ‘ That was a 
glorious and ever-to-be-remembered day when 
the Floating Chapel was thought of; I always 
go there when I can; we gailors 4on’t like to go 
amongst those dressed-up folks, to a regular 
place of worship on shore, but we can go on 
board the Floating Chapel with freedom and 
with comfort.’ On another occasion a sailor 
said, ‘ Since the establishment of the Floating 
Chapel, you don’t see quite so many sailors 
kicking their heels about the streets on Sundays, 
and I believe the public houses are not 86° well 
filled; neither do you hear so much blasphemy 
and blackguardism in the latitude of the Float- 
ing Chapel as there used to be.’ Another said, 
‘My happiest hours are on board the Floating 
Chapel; I am always sorry when our ship sails 
from the river, and glad when I get here again.’ ”

Barnard, Vt. Tuesday morning June 29,1824. 

Anumber of the preachers met, according to 
previous notice, for the purpose of forming a 
Missionary Society. . Bishop Hedding in the 
chair. The meeting opened with prayer by 
Rev. S. Steele. D. Dorchester chosen Secre- 
tary of the present meeting. Rev. J. Lindsey 
read the report of the Committee appointed by 
the last Corference for the purpose of forming 
a constitution for the society. 

The report, with some additions, was adopted, 
which is as follows—viz. 

Ant. 1.—This association shall be named 
The Preachers’ Missionary Society, Branch of 
the New-England Conference Missionary Socie- 
ty, auxiliary to the Missionary Society of the 
Methodist Episcopal Church. 

Ant. 2.—'The object of this Society is to as- 
sist the several annual Conferences more effec- 
tually to extend their Missionary labors through- 
out the United States and elsewhere. 

Arr. 3.—The business of this Society shall be 
conducted by a President, Vice President, Secre- 
tary, and Treasurer, who shall be elected at the 
annual meetings of the Society. 

Arr. 4.—One third of the members, at all 
meetings of the Seciety, shall be a quorum. 

Awr. &—~The Board shall have authority to 
make By-Laws to regulate its own proceedings, 
and shall report its transactions, and the state of 
the funds, to the Society at its annual meetings, 
a copy of which shall be forwarded to the cor- 
responding secretary of the auxiliary institution. 

Art. 6.—Each subscriber paying one dollar or 
upwards annually, shall be a member; and the 
payment of ten dollars or upwards, at one time, 
shall constitute a member for life. 

Ant. 7.—The funds of the Society, after de- 
ducting incidental expenses, shall be subject to 
the order of the Treasurer of the New-England 
Conference Missionary Society, auxiliary to the 
Missionary Society of the Methodist Episcopal 
Church. 

Art. 8.—At all meetings of the Society, the 
President, or in his absence, the Vice-President, 
orifboth be absent, such a member as shall be 
chosen for the purpose, shall preside. 

Art. 9.—The annual meeting of this Society 
shall be held on the evening previous to the 
first day of session of the Annual Conference. 

Arr. 10.—-The minutes of each meeting 
shall be signed by the President and Secretary. 

Art. 11.—This Constitution shall be subject 
tosuch alterations by the Society, as shall agree 
with the alterations which may be made by the 
General Conference in “the Constitution of the 
parent institution.

Commonwealth of PAassachusetts. 


In the year of our Lord one thousand eight hun- 
dred and twenty-four. 

AN ACT to incorporate an Academy in the 
town of Wilbraham, by the name of the 


WESLEYAN ACADEMY. 
BE it enacted, by the Senate and House of Rep- 
resentatives, in General Court assembled, and by 
the authority of the same, That there be, and here- 
by is established, in the town of Wilbraham, in

ciously pleased to adopt such measures as to 
his Royal wisdom may seem mete, for securing 
such a just and humane administration of law in 
that colony as may profect thé voluntary in- 
structors of the negroes, ax well as the negroes 
themselves, and the rest of his Majesty’s sub 
jects, from oppression ” 

Sir James Mackintosh supported the motion 
in ap uncommonly eloquent and brilliant maa- 
ner. The debate was adjourned for a fortnight. 
Mr. Canning and other leaders in the House 
were to take part in it.

Esq. The publication of this work has been 
long and impatiently expected, by all those who 
are acquainted with the value of the original, 
and the great industry, patient research, and 
precision of the editor. ‘I'he manuscript of the 
third and last part of this history, was discovered 
afew years since, and has never been published. 
The two first parts were printed in 1790, but 
very inaccurately, and with many omissions, in 
consequence of obscurity or defect in the manu- 
script from which it was published, cr from want 
of care in the editor of that edition. A new 
copy of the whole work is now ‘prepared from 
the original manuscript, in the Library of the 
Massachusetts Historical Society» and the work 
is to be accompanied with notes “ to “illustrate 
their civil and ecclesiastical concerns, the geog- 
raphy, settlement and institutions of the country, 
and the lives and manners of the priucipal plan- 
ters’? which, from the known familiarity of the 
present editor with the early history of the coun- 
try, and the care he has bestowed on this under- 
taking, there is reason to believe, will be bard- 
ly less valuable than the principal work.

Mr: Editor, 


the deceased, I send you this short memoir, 
hoping it may please you to insert it in your 
Herald, for their satisfaction and the public 
beneiit. S. B. 


‘The subject of this memoir was Joanna Bearse, 
of Bucksport, Me. eldest daughter of Simeon 
and Phebe Bearse : her tather emigrated from 
Chatham, Mass. She was twenty years of age 
the 30th of March last, and had been a mem- 
ber of the Methodist Society about three years. 
For the first part of this time, she maintained 
the spirit of her profession; but after that, be- 
gan to partake of the spirit of declension which 
prevailed among the young people at that time ; 
though not so far as to be excluded from the 
society. 
About six months before her death, she went 
from home, about 28 miles, to a place called 
Sunkhaze, where she remained about five 
months; and partook still more of this vain 
world, and entered into correspondence with a 
young man, with whom she expected shortly to 
be married; and returned home to her father’s 


On her return, her father and pious friends 
readily inquired about the state of her soul; 
but she was too much taken up with dress, pre- 
paration for marriage, and a wedding-day, to 
admit of any concern of the kind at present. 
Soon after this she was taken sick with an 
inflamation in her head. Her father, perceiy- 
ing that it was likely to be severe, if not mor- 
tal, and wishing to lose no time to do good to 
her soul, said to her one day, soon after he: 
sickness commenced, “ Dear child, as you are 
likely to have a severe fit of sickness, how do 
you think you could stand, in your present state, 
before the bar of God?” She replied, “1 do 
not know.” [Je then asked her if she was sen- 
sible she had committed any sin? She still re 
plied, “Ido not know.” Upon which he, in 
order to urge conviction to her mind, observed 
that she must have known it if she had sinned. 
for she must have had guilt and sorrow for it. 
Perceiving little or no sensibility of any thing 
good upon her mind, he further observed, “ this 
may be your last sickness, and therefore you 
should {ry to cry to God for mercy, and | think 
he will again show you your need, and set your 
soul at liberty ; and if you will pray for your- 
self, I will pray for ‘you, while I labor in the 
field.” She said nothing, but appeared ever 
afterwards to have the spirit.of thoughtfulness 
and prayer, 
Her father continued such kind of remarks, 
designing to convince and encourage her at 
every opportunity. Her conviction soon began 
to be strong, and she began to struggle in pray- 
er for herself, and to request the prayers of 
others. As prayers Were made ior, and with 
her, by her father and others, she wished them 
to be continued, adding, “I do not think it will 
hurt my head;” although from the nature of 
the disorder, it was expected every hour that 
she would lose her senses.

THE EDUCATION OF YOUTH 
Was ever esteemed of so high an importance, 
that we find Solon made a law that those parents 
should not be relieved or regarded in their old 
age, by those children upon whom they had ne- 
glected to bestow a virtuous education. 
The late Mr. Hervey, in his reflections on a 
Flower Garden, as an image of a well nurtured 
mind, has the following address to those ‘con- 
cerned in the education of youth :—*-How na- 
turally does this lead our contemplation to 
the advantages which flow from a virtuous edu- 
cation, and the miseries which ‘ensue from the 
neglect of it. The mind, without early instruc- 
tion, will, in all probability, become “Jike the 
vineyard of the sluggard.” If left to the pro- 
pensities of his own depraved will, what can 
we expect but the most luxuriant growth of un- 
ruly appetites, which in time will break forth

In the above very faint description of the dis- 
piay of grace among men, we see a remarkable 
consistency of occurrences.

When pardon was obtained, and the rebel ac-

body and spirit; and then held up the great and

Yet trust not in cultivation alone. It is the 
blessing of the Almighty Husbandman which 
imparts success to such labors of love. If God 
‘ seal up the bottles of Heaven,” and command 
the clouds to withhold their fatness, the best 
manured plot becomes a barren desert. And if 
He restrain the'dew of his heavenly benedic- 
tion, all human endeavors miscarry, the rational 
plantation languishes, our most pregnant hopes, 
from youths of the most promising genuises, 
prove abortive. Their root will be as rottenness, 
and their blossom will go up as dust. Isa. v. 24.
